Residents, in most cases, blame it on the fact that there was little or no frost in the ground 
during the last winter and seepage causes big ehunks of the high banks to tumble into the Jake, A few years ago the 
was a considerable depth of land in front of the home seen in the Los ere In recent years tthe shoreline has receded 
at such a rate, however, that the home itself is now perched perilously to the edge of the 415-foot bank. Cracks seen 
in the ground indicate that a lot more land will disappear before too long. Further east alomg the maby Beach 
frontage the story is the same. Some cottages have been moved back to new sites. Others mre only a few feet from
